est and deadliest heat wave came in 
several midwest plains states Mon- 
day but the eastern half of the 
nation continued to pant and pres- 
pire. 


Widespread rains cooled off Neb- 


raska where the mercury high was re- 
ported at 105 degrees at Lincoln Sun- 
day. Showers relieved part of Iowa, 
eastern Minnesota and western Wis- 
onsin. 
The temperature reached 'the sea- 


son's peak at Hope Sunday when the 
mercury hit 95 degrees at the Experi- 
ment station near here. 


Fatalities from the heat itself, by 


drowning in the heat wave which 
has continued for nearly two weeks 
in some sections with only a brief 
respite soared to more than 650. The 
Associated Press tally showed 321 heat 
deaths and 337 drownings.

Britain In 'English Air' 


Most striking and most important 


in D. E. StevensonSs "The English 
Air" (Farrar and Rinehart: $2.50) is 
the .comparison of British and Ger- 
man characters, before and immediate- 
ly following the outbreak of the war. 
Significant, too, is the note of con- 
fidence upon which Miss Stevenson 
ends her story—a faith not in accord 
with developments subsequent to Feb" 
29, 1940. 


"The English Air" is not the heavy 


and dull story one might anticipate. 
Rather,' it is a light and pleasant 
story of a Nazi, Franz von Heidcn, 
who is sent by his Gorman father to 
England ostensibly lo visit his Bri- 
tish cousins, actually to observe the 
British temperament. 


Ft-anz finds conditions far different 


than in his homeland. There is no 
display of uniforms, no crushing dom- 
ination of police and military, no re- 
strictions on a free and easy life. He 
is amazed that the English laugh 
and joke so readily; scorn, apparent- 
ly, law and restraint; that they can 
joke with their king as he confers a 
medal upon a hero. But he learns, 
too, that they have serious moments; 
that Wynne, the cousin he loves, is a 
leader in youth movements, that in 
event of war the British would obey 
gladly. 


Returning home, Franz contrasts the 


privation and regimentation of Nazi 
Germany with democratic 
liberty, 


joins a secret group seeking Hitler's 
overthrow. As a secret broadcaster, 
he has many narrow escapes from the 
Gestapo. Finally, when Germany be- 
comes too dangerous for him, he is 
brought back to Britain, parachutes 
to a Scottish moor.

Inability to 
sleep must be considered the cardi- 
nal sign of too much fatiguing act- 
ivity. If an individual cannot sleep 
when he wants to, it is usually be- 
cause he is too tense.

It is a curious fact that the more 


tired one is the harder it is to get 
to sleep, and that emotional states 
of excitement .anxiety and worry may 
postpone the onset of sleep. 


It is not the rhythmic type of ex- 


ercise that induces insomnia, but .the 
marked degrees of tension accompany- 
ing mental work and worry. For 
these reasons, overtense mental work- 
ers always complain of insomnia. 


Too much emphasis cannot be placed

But Nearing I2,OOO Garand Rifles a Month

U. S. Army capacity of producing 


small arms-—badly neglected before 
start of the new defense program—is 
expanding so rapidly that 12.00 rifl- 
es a month are in sight. 


The arsenal situation as o whole, 


however, is not too good. Most equip- 
ment is old* has not been replaced 
or modernized since the World War. 
Mtiny techniques are outmoded, rind 
production 'bottlenecks" hold up mass 
production. 'Die army has only six 
arsenals. 


Right now the Springfield, Mnss., 


nr.'cmil is manufacturing 4000 of the 
new semi-nutomnlic M-l or Garand 
rifles a month and this rate is being 
doubled immediately. Manufacture of 
the Garand utilizes nil new equip- 
ment. 


When production at the Winchester, 


Conn., private plant begins in October, 
the total will probably reach 12,000 
or 
• 13,000. And this does not take into 


account a third source to be added 
shortly, according to Chief of Staff 
Marshall. 


Springfield Sols the Pace 


The Springfield arsenal—keeping a- 


breuKt of best manufacturing methods 
—has set n pattern for other U. S. 
arms plants. 


A small armory was first establish- 


ed there in 1777 at the insistence of 


Col. 
Henry Knox, chief of artillery 


in Washington's nrmy. From the be- 


ginning muskets were the principal 
product. The famcus Springfield rifle, 
Model 1903, was developed and built 
there. 


Interchangeable 
parts" 
manufac- 


ture, now commonplace, was first ap- 
plied to army rifles at Springfield. 
The ureenal there is a testing labora- 
tory mid a standard of 'gauge of pre- 
cision parts manulactuijo. 


Equipment at Springfield for the 


manufacture of rifles, machine gun 
and pistol (-arts clearly shows the ef- 
fect of periodic buying and long ne- 
glect. Except for World war equip- 
ment, most heavy metal working tools 
arc obsolete. 


From 1925 to 1934 only four new 


machines were added to more than 
1000 tools. Since 1934 .approximately 
275 tools have been introduced, but 
many operations have time orp rocis- 
ii.n. "bottlenecks" because continued 
iu:e of inadequate equipment is nec- 
essary. 


Wutervilict arsenal in New York 
state is the guns factory of the Ord- 
nance Department. It does all mach- 
ining work on the army's big gun 
barrels and finishing operations on 
the 3-inch anti-aircraft gun work, 
but 80 pur cent of th emachine tools 
are more than 20 years old.

Launched by Clubs

Seventy thousand women—members 


of the National Federation of Busi- 
ness and Professional Women's Clubs 
—have launched a campaign to prevent 
discrimination against married wo- 
men workers. 


Under the direction of Dr. Min- 


nie L. Massett, they 'are peppering 
(he country with circulars, making 
contracts with congressmen to, present 
their side of the case, and working 
overtime to educate their members 
on the subject. 
' 


They have been spurred into in- 


creasingly energetic action this year 
by the fact that since January, 1939, 
legislatures of 26 states have 
in- 


troduced bills aimed at prohibiting 
the employment of married women 
in state or private enterprise. (The 
bills failed to pass, but they put the 
federation on guard for a spirited de- 
fense of "the married women's right 
to work.") 
, 


Need the Money ' 


Here are some of the federation's 


arguments based on a survey of a 
cross-section of its membership made 
public recently by Dr. Ruth Shallcross, 
director of the federation's research 
department. 


The questionnaires revealed that the 


federation's married members work, 
not to satisfy a whim, but because 
they need money to support 'parents 
or relatives, to improve their stand- 
ards of living, to educate children, 
get out of debt or to -save for their 
old age. Others work because their 
lusbands lost their jobs, became ill 
or wanted their help in his business. 


One of the federation's 
strongest 


defenses of the married 
woman's' 


right to work is its contention by 
working they have more money to 
spend on house-hold equipment, ele- 
ctrical applicances and clothes and 
;hus increase business. 


Spread Employment 


Here is what the report has to 


say about the way the married wo- 
men worker spends her money: "Many 
ol the married members began work- 
ing during the depression to main- 
tain their homes whcih otherwise 
would have been lost with the cur- 
tailing of the husband's 
earnings. 


By maintaining their homes they pur- 
chase repairs and household equip- 
ment to a larger degree than would 
otherwise have been the case. By 
working, they hired household help, 
thus relieving the unskilled labor 
market, where competition is very 


cute. They kept the family income 


=*== 
at a" level where household labor 
saving equipment could be- purchas- 
ed. To prevent these women from 
maintaining their standard of liv- 
ing would have resulted mostly in 
equalizing property or making sub- 
sistence the basis for their employ- 
ment. This.would have curtailed their 
purchasing power for all products 
except bare necessities." 


The report states that the average 


married Woman worker who is a 
federation member has no children 
under sixteen, is between forty and 
forty-nine years old, started work be- 
cause of the depression, lives in her 
.own home and earns some $300 less 
annually'than the unmarried working 
women, because she is not so Well, 
trained and has not worked for so 
long.

"The record on this question shows 


that the present Governor is solely 
responsible for the state's failure to 
refund this indebtedness at favorable 
interest rates and upon terms accepta- 
ble to the people of the state. Let us 
examine the record. 


"In 193T the Governor offered to the 


ieeislature a bill for refunding. This 
bill would have given him full nnd 
exclusive power to refund thc debt by 
arivate sale at nny rate of interest less 
than now being paid, ahd upon such 
conditions nnd terms as might be 
agreed upon in secret negotiations, be- 
hind closed doors. 


"The legislature, believing that this 


was more power than an honest man 
vould want, and more than any other 
hould have, refused to enact such 
cgislaJion. A refunding board then 
VPS rmvMed fnr and the bill was pass- 
ed. Nothing further was done about 
efunding until 1939, when the Gover- 
nor undertook to make up the defi- 
iency in the 1937 act by issuing an 
xecutive order. The Supreme Court 
icld the order void because the Gov- 
rnor had usurped powers conferred 
olely upon the General Assembly by 
the Constitution. 


The Govenror then called the Leg- 


islature into special session to enact 
into law .the provisions of his., auto- 
cratic executive order. He was able 
to push this legislation through. This 
new act did not fix the rate of intreest, 
nor set forth many other important 
terms an dconditions of the proposed 
refunding. 


Non-Callable Bonds 
{ 


"The act provided that our already 


high motor and gasoline taxes were 
frozen nt thcir present rates, unless 
highway revenues amounts to $15.000,- 
000 per annum for three consecutive 
years. The act made the bonds non- 
callable. Realizing that the people of 
this state would not accspt nor approve 
a refunding act which failed to pro- 
vide for a public sale of the bonds, 
and did not fix the interest rates and 
many other terms and provisions of 
refunding, and which left so much to 
be determined through private and 
secret negotiations-behind closed doors, 
the Governor forced the adoption of an 
mergency clause to this act. This 
•lause was designed to deprive the 
people of the right to say whether or 
nor they wanted refunding under such 
an act. The Supreme Court held that 
the voters, under the Constitution, 
:ould not be deprived of this right. In 
a very short while, after the Legisla- 
ture had adjourned, more than 14,000 
voters from all walks of life and sec- 
Jons of the state disapproved the act 
ay signing petitions to refer it. There 
the matter stands at the November 
election. 


"I repeat that the Governor's de- 


termination for secrecy in refunding 
is solely responsible for the fact that 
the bonds have not been refunded.
